FOREWORD 


THIS  collection  removed  from  the  residence,  2 East  57th  Street,  New 
York  City,  and  sold  to  close  the  estate,  offers  an  unusually  wide  range 
of  choice  to  those  in  search  of  the  best  examples  of  eighteenth  century  and 
Renaissance  period  furniture. 

The  collection  falls  mainly  into  four  groups:  American,  English, 
French,  Italian;  and  to  mention  a few  of  the  finer  items,  the  first  group 
includes  a lowboy  and  highboy  by  William  Savery  of  Philadelphia;  chairs 
and  chests  by  cabinet  makers  of  the  same  period  and  locality  who  were 
influenced  by  the  designs  of  Chippendale  and  the  simpler  styles  of  the 
Dutch  settlers.  In  this  group  also  is  a very  fine  mahogany  sofa  table  which 
is  attributed  to  Duncan  Phyfe  of  New  York  City.  The  second  and  largest 
group  includes  extremely  fine  carved  mahogany,  needlework  and  tapestry 
covered  chairs  of  the  Chippendale  and  pre-Chippendale  or  George  II 
period;  Adam,  Hepplewhite  and  Sheraton  flower-painted  satinwood  com- 
modes, chairs,  Pembroke  and  card  tables,  always  greatly  prized  for  their 
unsurpassed  decorative  qualities  and  fine  workmanship.  Three  items  de- 
serving special  mention  are  two  Chippendale  fretted  and  carved  tripod 
tables  and  an  Adam-Hepplewhite  secretary-bookcase  inlaid  with  the  royal 
arms.  The  earlier  period  is  represented  by  a Tudor  bulbous-legged  table; 
also  three  framed  panels  of  Elizabethan  needlework. 

Among  the  French  furniture  are  fine  Louis  XV  and  XVI  bureaux  and 
commodes,  an  important  needlework  armchair  and  a lady’s  work  table  of 
kingwood  with  mounts  of  ormolu;  a fine  Hen'ri  II  walnut  refectory  table 
and  a Louis  XIII  needlepoint  armchair.  The  Italian  furniture  is  chiefly 
of  the  Renaissance  period  and  comprises  rare  Florentine  and  Venetian 
carved  cassoni  and  refectory  tables,  Doge  velvet  chairs  and  two  very  fine 
carved  coffrets.  Other  important  items  not  included  in  the  foregoing- 
categories  are  a mahogany  longcase  clock  by  Gerrit  Knys,  Amsterdam, 
1762,  and  a monumental  thirty-day  striking  clock  by  John  Ewer,  London. 

Old  Waterford  cut-glass  and  Wedgwood  candelabra,  a small  group  of 
art  objects,  and  a number  of  velvet,  damask  and  brocade  hangings  com- 
plete this  part  of  the  collection.
